Evidently at Lord Fisher's 
suggestion, Sir Arthur Wilson, in October, 
1914, though then seventy-two years of 
age, was invited to become a member of 
what was known as the “War Staff 
Group.” This group was really the 
guiding hand in the war at sea, and the 
réle of Sir Arthur Wilson was mainly to 
study new methods of defence and offence 
by means of mechanical appliances, ‘o 
which he had throughout his whole career 
paid special attention. Furthermore, his 
mind was of that bent which can concen- 
trate on one particular problem, and such he 
was frequently called on to scrutinise ‘n 
— — * his Ea at the Ad- 
miralty during t t months more 
may be Nror “- 
than from Admiral Bradford’s. Yet this 
indomitable sailor, who was offered again 
the post of First Sea Lord on Lord Fisher's 
resignation, had such a high sense of duty 
that, for over three years after Mr. 
Churchill's retirement, he gave of his best 
to the service of the Navy, working with 
failing eyesight in a comparatively 
subordinate position at the Admiralty. 
“He had promptly responded to the call 
for his advice and counsel at a critical 
moment, and when in the rising storm fresh 
hands and brains were placed at the helm, 
he manned and laboured at an oar till the 
danger was spent.” So, with the true 
simplicity of the seaman, says his 
biographer. 

e publication of the Life is simul- 
taneous with that of the second volume of 
Mr. Churchill's work, and we have been 
forced to dwell first on the closing years of 
the Admiral’s career.

As Naval Controller 
from 1895 to 1901, he again had much 
to do with the development of mechanical 
ag “www He was against specialism in 
Navy, and certainly he himself was a 
remarkable example of what all-round 
training could achieve. He lived his life 
at sea from the days of sailing ships at 
the Crimea to the era of Dreadnoughts, 
and kept himself abreast and in advance 
of his time, not only in mechanical 
matters, but also in the wider realms of 
tactics and strategy. His service afloat 
between 1901 and 1907 in command of the 
Home and Channel Fleets enabled him to 
carry out many novelties and daring 
breaks with tradition which had not been 
f when Jutland was fought. 
_ It is impossible in the course of a review 
to dwell on the remarkab:e interest of 
this book. It carries us in a most inti- 
mate manner into every corner of the 
globe th the space of half a century, 
and is enriched with numerous extracts 
from the Admiral’s private correspondence. 
The biographer has performed a fine task, 
and we do not believe that another work 
of this kind ever has been carried through 
in such a spirit of self-effacement. Not 
once dees Admiral Bradford (who held the

‘The removal of these objects from tho 
sepulchral chamber was difficult and delicate, 
cause the space between the outer shrine’

This. season a somewhat ‘different system 
of transport from. the tomb to the laboratory 
is ‘being followed.

Remarkable as they appeared when they 
stood -against. the north wall, they were even 
more strikingly impressive, as regards both 
workmanship and decoration, when they had

moulded, the features finely carved, and as 
they stood as high as the members of the 
staff who handled them, their lifelike appear- 
ance was more noticeable than ever; and, in 
fact, they seemed to live before one’s eyes. 
Both are fine representative specimens of the 
religious type of statuary, and it is fortunate 
that they are in a fair state of preservation. 
A DIFFICULT TASK. 

Their transport presents a great problem 
on acceunt of their size and weight; for each 
of the figures, representing, as indicated, a 
man over medium height, stands on a piinth, 
which adds considerably to the heaviness. 
The removal this morning of the statue to 
the laboratory was effected in a very in- 
genious manner by Mr. Howard Carter, but 
it took well over two hours to accomplish.

Then carefully the body was wrapped in 
cotton ool, first the shoulders, next the 
trunk, then the legs, ‘and finally the head;

Swathed in cotton wool and bandages, with 
portions of the arms and legs showing, the 
statue looked like a severely wounded man 
after treatment in a casualty ward, and the 
impression became still more striking when 
the figure was seen reclining back on the 
tray. It was throughont a most difficult piece 
of work, but the statue was so well protected 
by its cotton wool and the mechanical part of 
the operation was so skilfully erecuted that 
the narrow passage and steep stairway were 
got through without a hitch, and the statue 
was delivered safe and sound in the labora- 
tory.—(7'imes—World Copyright.)

BOARD OF ARBITRATION 


SUGGESTED. 


Mr. William Doyle, ex-Alderman of the 
Dublin City Council and past President oí the 
Dublin Trades’ Council, writes in reference 
to the recent labour disputes that the time, 
in his opinion, has arrived when the Govern- 
ment should set up a com Board of 
Arbitration to settle all labour disputes, 
whose decision should be binding on both 
sides, He wishes to direct the attention of 
trade. and labour bodies, and of employers, 
to the Arbitration Act of 1920-21. which is 
now the law in Australia. He beheves t 
all persons who desire to make themsel¥es 
conversant with the provisions of the Act, 
which has. uced excellent results: in 
Australia. could obtain copies of it from the 
High Commissioner for Australia, whose 


, Official address is 72 Victoria street, London. 


A copy of the Act may be seen in the Library, 
Charleville Mall, Dublin. 

It is ‘‘an Act relating to Conciliation and 
Arbitration for the Prevention and Settlement 
of Industrial Disputes, extending beyond the 
limits of any one State.” Jt provides for the 
prohibition of lock-outs and strikes in relation 
to industrial disputes ; a Commonwealth Court 
of Gonciliation and Arbitration; cognisance 
of disputes and ordinary procedure, etc. 

Mr. Doyle, in the course of his letter, says 
that strikes and lock-outs are w that 
should never to used: until all other available 
means of bringing about a settlement of a dis- 
pute are exhausted; for no matter how lon 
a dispute lasts, a conference must inevitably 
be held to bring about a settlement. He
